On 
the point are located some ten of twelve log 
buildings, Including the residence of the pro- 
prietor, who was a bechelor and needed no 
very ostentatious farm house.

There has been another turn in the whee! of 
our fortune, in foreign lands, since I last wrote 
you—or at least, there is evidence that there 
are some tugging away atthe crank. Thetara 
now attempted Js to bring up foreign interven- 
tion. We have bad the day of the “ belliger- 
ept recognition,” the private enterprises of 
sending in material aid in the shape of arms 
and munitions Of war, running the blockade, 
next breaking the block, then recognizing the 
Confederacy, all these spiced with proper in- 
fasion of Trent—now we have as the initiation 
of another sensation, fore'gn intervention. 

The report comes by the hst arrival that the 
French Minister st Washington, had gone to 
Richmond on a epecial message from his gev- 
ernment, and forthwith it is interpreted here 
to mean intervention. This was the occasion 
of an announcement, as the latest news, by 
the Independence of Brussels, that the French 
and English cabinets are actually meditating 
a step to putastopto the American war, by 
intervention between the North and the South. 
The inference at once drawn, was that itshould 
be a forcible one, if necessary. The reports 
by telegraph are, that the same thing is a mat- 
ter of excitement in the United States. 

Perhaps the safest way on either side of the 
Atlantic now, is to believe nothing. Here 
there is a disposition to believe anything but 
the truth. Without presuming to know any- 
thing, or handle any reliable data, except the 
knowledge of human nature in general, we 
can get at nothing here, only the expression of 
the public feeling. The desire is universal 
that the war shonld Mop; no matter how 
stopped, if it be enly stopped, is the gencral 


cry. 

There is an air of probability that France 
and England will attempt a peaceable inter- 
vention. That wouid be a very popular move 
ment with the religious and moral clement, 
and especially wo it be so, if it be con- 
nected with the idea of ultimate omancipation. 
It is well known here that the Sonth have 
friends, and there are some representatives of 
the Southern ideas, abroad, who are willing to 
consider the question of abolition as the con- 
dition of inde nee. When it was known 
that their point could not be gained on the 
ground of insuiliciency of the blockade, &c., 
Lhere was, some time ago, a feeler pat out, to 
test how far they could get sirength by olfer- 
iug to guarantee ultimate emancipation, and 
that policy would have been a stroug one, and 
would have commanded ly the sy mpathy 
of the philanthropic sch in this country. 
If the President's timely message, recommend- 
ing compensation, not not appeared. the South- 
en Confederacy would nm in the market 
of the moral world seon, as the champion of a 
gradual snancrpation line of policy. 

The rumor now is, that already is there a 
secret treaty, that Spain is to go in for the 
abolition 0: slavery in Cuba, and that favor 
will be shown to the Southern Confederacy 
in this peaceful intervention, if ele adopts the 
same policy, or that of b-gamescreen slavery 
in the course of fifty
